contrary to that which it had obſerved upon the 
former occaſion; diffuſing itſelf for one whole 
night into both elbows. and afterwards for the 
like ſpace of time into both ſhoulders, with 
ſeverity ſufficient to deprive me of two nights 
reſt It then viſited my left hand, both feet, 
and one knee, but in ſo reduced a manner,
